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A Look Forward and 


Back at the Holstein- 


Friesians* 
By M. S. PRESCOTT 


A BILLION dollars is a lot of money, but it no more 


than covers the amount of the investment repre- 
sented by the Holstein-Friesian industry in 
America. Yes, a billion dollars is a lot of money, but it 


is of far less importance than this great industry—it 
means far less to the American people. If you took a 
billion dollars of American wealth and destroyed it, the 
shock would be only temporary; we would most of us go 
on about our business as usual. Take the Holstein-Frie- 
sian cow out of production in America to-day, however, 
and tomorrow famine would be stalking in the 
America, in spite of the efforts of the rest of tne worla, 
would be starving for dairy products. 

The case for the Holstein may be summarized briefly 
as follows: her great profit to the dairyman ts due to the 
fact of her heavy production of milk and fat, which brings 
in a great gross return; her large size, which makes her 
carcass of real value when her producing days are ended, 
which makes her calves worth a good sum for veal or 
beef; her prolificacy, which results in a large percentage 
of increase successfully raised through the period of calf- 
hood to producing maturity; and, finally, the capacity of 
the cow herself to make the best use of large quantities of 
farm grown roughage—all of which are factors making 
for a large net profit in the practical dairy. 

Quite apart from the question of quantity of milk, in 
which she is unchallenged by any other breed, the Hol- 
stein-Friesian cow holds nearly every fat production rec- 
ord. In the United States alone, at this writing, elghty- 
four cows of this breed have made records above 1,000 
pounds butterfat in a year, as compared with about one- 
fifth as many above the 1,000-pound fat mark for all the 
other breeds combined. eight additional cows of thts 
breed have made records above 1,000 pounds fat in 
Canada, while in the United States and Canada a total of 
sixty cows have made sixty-nine records each above 30,000 
pounds milk. The highest mark in this breed for fat 
production is that of the Canadian Holstein, De Kol Plus 
Segis Dixie, owned in the Province of Quebec. She pro- 
duced under strictly official supervision by tne Holstein- 
Friesian Association of Canada and the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America 1,349.31 pounds fat. The highest 
milk record is held by Segis Pietertje Prospect, a Wash- 
ington Holstein, with 37,381.4 pounds milk or an average 
of more than 102 pounds a day throughout the year. She 
made a second year test of 35,550.4 pounds, so that she 
comes within a fraction of averaging 100 pounds a day

mention of individual records of note, 
that the Holstein cow is adaptable to all climates, as 
shown by recorded official production of 1,349 pounds 
fat in Quebec as mentioned, 1,345 pounds fat in British 
Columbia, 1,218 pounds fat in Minnesota, 1,216 pounds 
fat in southern California, 1,198 pounds fat in Delaware, 
1,176 pounds fat in New Jersey, 1,117 pounds fat In 
Massachusetts, 1,051 pounds fat in Montana, and In Eng- 
land 1,165 pounds fat by a British Friesian, ana In New 
Zealand 1,145 pounds fat by one of their great Friesian 
COWS. 

The importance of prolificacy and of calves born with 
the strength to ‘resist the perils of calfhood and favored 
with a product perfectly fitted for nourishment of the 
young, be it bovine or human cannot be over-estimated. 
In this connection, it is interesting to note that the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America has registered, up 
to the close of its last fiscal year, 1,257,650 animals. 

Add to these practical qualities, the beauty of the 
breed itself, the attractive coloring that sets so well in 
any landscape, and you have an animal that is ideally 
adapted not only to the every-day dairy farmer who de- 
pends upon his cows for his living, but also, which is just 
as ideally and appropriately, the cow for the estate owner 
who wishes to indulge his fancy for fine livestock in a 
way that will perform a practical service to agriculture 
through constructive livestock improvement. 

So much for the general case for the Holstein cow, 
She has not sprung full fledged into her present eminence. 
The breed which we know as Holstein-Friesian represents 
a development of more than twenty centuries. It is true, 
of course, that during the greater part of this long period 
progress was slow; methods were primitive, and there 
was little real knowledge of the principles of breeding 
and no definite plan upon the part of the breeder. This 
breed traces its origin to the Friesian and Batavian 
people who settled near the shores of the North Sea 
before the time of Christ, bringing with them their cattle 
which were probably of Asiatic origin. The merits of the 
animals themselves, developed on the rich and succulent 
pastures of Holland through the centuries, resulted in a 
race of cattle which, even in the time of Caesar and 
Tacitus, was noted for its production. No outside or alien 
blood was introduced, and the large productive black and 
white cattle of Holland, under the painstaking care and 
conservative management of the Dutch farmers, have 
made of that country the greatest dairy land in the world. 

It is probable that the first cows of this breed to land 
on American shores came with early Dutch settlers about 
the year 1621, although the first definite record is of two 
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bulls and six cows sent over in 1795 by the Hollond Land 
Company to their agent, John Lincklaen at Cazenovia, 
N. Y. While these animals attained some local fame, 
they were apparently allowed to mingle with the native 
cattle and the purity of the blood lines was lost. Further 
scattering importations were made in the early part of 
the nineteenth century, but it was not until about the 
time of the Civil War that a serious effort was made to 
establish the breed in this country. In 1852, Winthrop 
W. Chenery, of Belmont, Mass., purchased a Holland cow 
from the master of a Dutch sailing vessel that had just 
landed a cargo of Holland rum at Boston. The cow had 
been selected to furnish fresh milk for the crew during 
the voyage. She proved to be such a satisfactory pro- 
ducer that Mr. Chenery, in 1857, instructed his agent In 
Holland to purchase a bull and two cows. Two years, 
later, in 1859, he imported four more cows, but un- 
fortunately all of them with their descendants, with the 
exception of one young bull, were seized and destroyed 
by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts on account of a 
disease, rinderpest, which occurred in 1859 and 1860. 
Nothing daunted, however Mr. Chenery, having become 
thoroughly convinced of the superiority of these animals, 
again imported a bull and four cows, and it is upon these 
and subsequent importations that the Holstein-Friesian 
breed in America has been founded. In this connection, 
it is interesting to note that the second breeder to par- 
ticipate in the laying of these foundations by making 
direct importations was Mr. Gerrit S. Miller, Peterboro, 
N. Y., who is still breeding successfully from direct lineal 
descendants of his original importations. 


Commencing with the Chenery importations, a total of 
7,757 animals of this breed have been imported, about 
7,400 of these in the twelve years from 1879 to 1890 in- 
clusive. Since 1890 but 132 animals of this breed have 
been imported into America, and none since 1905, on 
account of the prevalence of foot and mouth disease in 
Holland. 

In 1894, the Holstein-Friesian Association of America 
established an Advanced Registry Department upon sub- 
stantially the same lines as has been continued up to the 
present time. Under this system, production records were 
made under the supervision of representatives of the state 
agricultural colleges and experiment stations, and this un- 
biased supervision commanded belief in the authenticity 
of productions that, if substantiated only by private 
claims, would have been seriously doubted. The vigor 
with which the Holstein-Friesian Association has acted in 
protecting the integrity of its records by summarily ex- 
punging high reported productions, proven to have been 
made through the exercise of fraud, should be an added 
factor of confidence in the accepted records of this 
breed. 

The Holstein-Friesian breed officially recognizes both 
short-time and long-time records and admits animals to 
Advanced Registration on 7-day, 305-day, or 365-day rec- 
ords. This breed is the only one now recognizing 7-day 
records and about 100,000 cows have been admitted to the 
Advanced Register on records of this length, with nearly 
half as many more reentries on later tests for the same 
animals. 

The attention that has been paid to records has, how; 
ever, not been an unmixed blessing. The history of our 
breed, ever since the establishment of the Advanced 
Registry, carries the story of long prices paid for high 
records, without sufficient regard to type. This craze 
reached its pinnacle during the years immediately pre- 
ceding 1920, which was also the period when our records 
reached their highest point of abnormality. As a con- 
sequence, many were the disappointments that breeders 
experienced when they began to get the offspring from 
some of their “paper” champions. Happily, however the 
day is now passed when an inferior individual can com- 
mand much attention, regardless of performance. Un- 
doubtedly the greatest factor in bringing about this 
changed attitude has been the work of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association itself as expressed through its Type 
Committee. Recognizing the importance of the true type 
and of its value in breed progress, but realizing, also, that 
there was some divergence of opinion in the minds of 
breeders as to what constituted the true type in every 
detail, the Association appointed a committee of repre- 
sentative men, recognized as_ skilful breeders and 
thorough students of the question of type. This commit- 
tee, after the most painstaking study and effort, with the 
assistance of skilled artists, completed and produced sets 
of paintings and models depicting faithfully their ideas 
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of the true type of the breed. These models and Paintin 
have been made available for our schools of agricultu 
and for breeders’ clubs as well as for individual] breeders 
and the net result has been not only to focus attention 
upon the subject of type and its importance, but it es 
has been a great factor in unifying the ideas of breeders 
and teachers as to what constitutes the correct type , 
the Holstein-Friesian breed. It is perhaps, too early Pon 
to judge of the results that will come from this effort 
which has involved the expenditure of more than $39 000 
by the Holstein-Friesian Association, but these desirable 
results are already apparent: our breeders are takin 
greater interest in the showing of Holstein-Friesijang ~ 
the fairs than ever before; the exhibits are more uniform 
and the subject of type is receiving greater attention and 
study on the part of our breeders than was ever the cage 
in the past. Some students of the industry have ey. 
pressed the fear that the pendulum might swing too far 
in the other direction; that, in our enthusiasm for type 
we might overlook production, which, of course, is funda. 
mental. To us it seems that the very recognition of this 
phase of the problem is an indication that the danger 
from this direction is not serious. Production we ¢er. 
tainly must retain, and our breeders have been go 
thoroughly grounded in its importance that it really ig an 
integral part of the Holstein-Friesian industry—an eggep. 
tial factor in getting good prices for our animals—and we 
cannot believe that any new-born enthusiasm for type wil] 
allow our breeders to forget the beliefs of years that have 
caused them to insist upon production. Another factor 
in this situation is that true type, as visualized by the 
Type Committee, is itself essentially a producing type. 
In other words, it expresses production, so that the breed. 
er who selects and carries on his breeding operations 
with the idea of reproducing the true type must get pro 
duction because the cow built like that could not help but 
produce. 

In years gone by we have also suffered somewhat from 
the so-called color fad, which for a number of years sgeri- 
ously discounting the prices paid for animals largely 
black in color. This fad for light colored animals reached 
its apex about a dozen years ago. Since that time it has 
steadily subsided until today most breeders are “color 
blind,” so long as the characteristic markings of pure 
Holstein-Friesian blood are evident. We have also suf- 
fered to a degree, as have the other breeds likewise, from 
“family” crazes. Certain families or strains would record 
some spectacular performance, and then inferior rela- 
tives—perhaps only remotely related—would be sold for 
several times their worth through exploitation of that re- 
lationship. Public sale catalogues have been serious 
offenders in fostering that idea by placing such great 
emphasis on the work of collateral lines of breeding, 
perhaps, carrying but a minute percentage of common 
ancestry with the animal offered. There is, fortunately, 
a definite trend away from this practice, and while breed- 
ers give as much thought as ever to the matter of blood 
lines, they are not to anywhere near the extent that pre 
vailed a few years ago, allowing more or less distant re- 
lationships to some noteworthy animal to blind them to 
specific faults of the animal under consideration. 


The Holstein industry has suffered more from the post- 
war deflation than either of the Channel Island breeds. 
There’s no use trying to deny or disguise that fact. We 
were higher in the clouds to start with, perhaps, during 
the boom times—and thus had farther to fall in getting 
back to earth. Recovery has not been so rapid 
as with the Channel Island breeds, for a number of rea- 
sons. First, ours is a larger and more unwieldly indus- 
try—not quite so responsive to change either up or down. 
Then, too, it is perhaps closer to the actual everyday 
practical dairyman, more dependent upon his prosperity 
and success, and for the last two or three years there 
hasn’t been “any such animal.” There are plenty of evi- 
dences, however, pointing to better things in store for the 
Holstein-Friesian industry. It is fundamentally sound— 
the Holstein cow herself has gone right on doing business 
through thick and thin. Average sale prices show an 
increase of 16 per cent, for the first half of 1924 over 
1923. About 4,000 head sold at auction during this period 
made an average -of just over $200 per head, as com- 
pared with a $172 average for 1923. The highest sale 
average for any breed within the last several years was 
made in the dispersal of the Erickson Holsteins in Wis- 
consin in June, eighty-six head going to breeders in fifteen

David Lea & Son of 
Stevensville, took the largest share of the winnings, with 
9 firsts, 8 seconds and a senior and grand championship, 
showing especially strong in the group classes with four 
firsts in five groups. J. H. Hofstetter of Lewistown was a 
close second with 8 firsts and 8 seconds and was a strong 
contender in nearly all classes. R. T. Ringling of White 
Sulphur Springs had all the champions in the bull classes 
and 3 first prizes. The Montana State College had only one 
entry and took junior championship with a daughter of 
Grace Konigen, the famous World’s Champion ten-year- 
old for year’s milk with 32,294.4 Ibs. milk containing 
1314.87 lbs. butter, the butter record being also a World’s 
Record for cows owned by a State Institution. 

Ormsby Korndyke Posch Paula, Ringling’s aged bull, 
weighing 2800 lbs. won on size and scale with slightly 
better top line over Hofstetter’s son of Grace Konigen, 
the latter having slightly better depth of chest and being 
very close to the Grand Champion on all points except 


size. 

The Aged Cow Class was an excellent one, the winner 
taking senior and grand championship. She is Agate 
Valentine Fairview Burke, the Montana State Champion 
senior three-year-old for both milk and butter in the 305- 
day division, and now on test as a senior four-year-old 
and headed for 25,000 Ibs. milk. She is a cow of good 
size combined with much refinement and perfect top line, 
with great heart girth and capacity and excellent mam- 
mary development, although well along in lactation. She 
is owned by David Lea & Son. 

The younger classes were well filled and some close 
decisions had to be made, nearly all the classes having 
good quality all the way down the line. The junior cham- 
pion bull was Ringling’s calf, Sir Ormsby Korndyke Segis 
Piebe, a youngster with exceptional width of rump and 
spring of rib. The junior champion female, as already 
mentioned, was the daughter of Grace Konigen, a heifer 
of great promise.

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Holstein Prices Compared 


HAT present prices for good Holsteins represent 
T living returns for the seller and sound investment 

values for the purchaser is the opinion of Dr. John 
C. Sharpe, whose views are set forth in the following in- 
teresting letter. Dr. Sharpe has not been actively engaged 
in the breeding of Holsteins for the past several years 
but was well known as a breeder ten years ago with one 
of the best herds in New Jersey. Dr. Sharpe is head- 
master of Blair Academy, a school for boys at Blairstown, 
New Jersey. He was thoroughly in touch with the Hol- 
stein situation during the period that he discusses and 
his comments are therefore based upon definite know- 
ledge. In support of his contentions, we may say that 
the official average for the year 1916, as presented in the 
report of Secretary Houghton, showed all the sales of that 
year, hanging up a slightly lower average price than is 
shown for the first half of 1924. We are pleased to sub- 
mit Dr. Sharpe’s letter herewith: 

“T noticed, this morning, your editorial in the issue 
of October 18, concerning the sale of purebred Hol- 
steins. I attended a sale at the Experiment Station 
at New Brunswick, New Jersey, October 15. From 
my observation, I doubt very much that the good 
average Holstein cow is selling for a dollar less than 
she did ten years ago, or eight years ago. I do not 
believe that the inflated prices of $25,000, $50,000, 
$100,000 wil! ever return, and I do not believe that 
their return would be to the advantage of owners of 
purebred Holstein cattle. I have never seen the 
books of the owners of these high-priced cattle, but I 
doubt whether there ever was a dollar of profit 
realized from such prices. 

“It seems to me, that the wholesome prices for 
which I saw cattle sold the other day will bring, in 
the end, more profit to the breeders. There is no in- 
ducement for the average breeder or dairyman to con- 
sider cattle, when his purchases seem to be trivial, 
compared with the fictitious prices of some years 
ago. 

“I did not stay until the end of the sale last week, 
but I saw more than three-fourths of the animals sold 
and the average price was $188. There were a few 
very poor yearling heifers in the lot, which reduced 
the average, but take it all in all, $188 is not a bad 
price. Very few of the cows had any considerable 
records, although the general average was very fair. 
The farmer, or dairyman, can use his cattle for 
general purposes and sell his surplus at an average 
of $188 and make a very reasonable profit. I think 

it is a maxim of business that the reasonable profit, 
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covering a considerable period of time, marks a much 
higher success than fluctuating prices, from high to 
low, for the reason that there are only a few buyers 
for very high prices and during depressed prices, there 
are still fewer purchasers, with the result that the 
buyer or farmer becomes over-stocked, with a very 
certain and decided loss. 

“It seems to me, as I read the papers, that there 
is too much talk about low prices. The agitation may 
seem to possible buyers, to be offered as an induce- 
ment to them to purchase at a low price. No one 
wishes to enter a business during a depression. ‘There 
is nothing so successful as success.’ Conversely, de- 
pression breeds depression. 

“In conclusion, I would say, that the average Hol- 
stein cow is bred better than she was ten years ago, 
and the prices are encouring to buyer and seller. Let 
us breed still better cattle, and be willing to sell them 
at market price.” 


Fall Sale Prices | 


N THE light of Dr. Sharpe’s arguments, relative to Hol- 
[ stein prices and the Holstein market, we were in- 

terested to check over the reports of sales that have 
been published in the World during the past few months. 
We find that during the last half of the calendar year, 
that is since July 1, we have received reports of twelve 
sales in which 747 head were sold for a total of $167,598, 
an average of just over $223 per head. These figures are 
to be compared with an average of exactly $200 for the 
sales reported during the first half of 1924 and which 
include the Erickson and Dutchland dispersals. It is de- 
cidedly unusual for the sales of the fall season to average 
as high as is the case with the spring sales. In fact, 
analysis of past years shows that fall sales usually make 
an average about 70 to 75% as high as the spring sales. 
For 1924, on the basis of the sales that have been re- 
ported to us, the fall sales are over 110%—111.5% to be 
exact—in comparison with the sales of the first half of 
the year. 

There is, of course, an element of error in these fig; 
ures in that they do not represent all of the sales held, 
but simply those that- have been reported to this publica- 
tion. We have made an honest effort to get reports of all 
of the sales that have taken place and we have published 
every report we have received. It is doubtless the less 
successful sales that are not reported to us, but this 
same condition holds true at any time. 

In this connection, we want to urge sale managers and 
others who are holding sales to send in detailed reports 
so that these summaries may represent as accurately as 
possible the condition of the Holstein market. Copy of 
the catalog, marked with the price for each animals and 
the names and addresses of the purchasers forms the 
most satisfactory method of giving us the information de- 
sired for the analyses. 

There is a tendency among breeders in some sections 
of the country to allow the sensational prices that have 
been paid in a number of recent Guernsey sales to over- 
shadow in their mind the improvement in Holstein con- 
ditons. While these sensational sale figures make great 
advertising for the breed, there is a danger in boom 
prices that may conceivably cause a reaction in the 
opposite direction when some of the purchasers have had 
an opportunity to try to make their purchases pay out 
on the valuations recorded in some of the recent Guern- 
sey sales. In the meantime, the two greatest problems 
before all purebred cattle breeders are the elimination of 
the registered scrub and development of a more stable 
market for milk and dairy products at a higher level of 
prices. With these factors satisfied, the business of 
breeding purebred cattle would quickly find its true level. 
In the meantime, let us repeat our assertion that in our 
judgment good Holsteins are going to bring more money 
than they have for the past several years, while the 
misfits and the counterfeits will go in the opposite direc- 
tion. 


National Dairy Association Annual Meeting 


HE Call for the annual meeting of the members of 
i the National Dairy Association is received. This 
meeting is to be held in Chicago, Friday, December 
5, 1924, at 10 a. m. The By-Laws require that this meet- 
ing shall be held at the offices of the Association, but as 
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the Association has grown so large that they cannot be 
accommodated in these offices, an immediate adjournment 
will be taken to the Auditorium Hotel and all members 
are expected to report directly to the Hotel upon arrival 
in the city as no business will be transacted at the offices 
of the Association. 

It is to. be hoped that there will be a large attendance 
of members in person as many problems vital to the 
future of the Association and the National Dairy Show 
should be discussed at this time. While the Call that 
we have received, does not give any outline as to the 
matters that will be considered, we assume that the As- 
sociation can no longer avoid serious discussion of the 
question of getting a permanent home for this show. 
The subject has received some attention previously, but 
the problem of financing such a large undertaking has 
made many members doubtful about the wisdom in going 
into it. We expect, however, that the experiences of the 
last few years may have demonstrated that the solution 
of this problem is vital to the continued successful exist- 
ence of the National Dairy Show.

It gives 
in some detail the impressive records that Washington 
Holsteins have made in the show ring and from a produc- 
tive standpoint and is profusely illustrated with pictures 
of noteworthy anima!s of the state. It has been pre- 
pared in a very readable manner and has been given 
splendid advertising support from the breeders of the 
state, which support has made possible its publication. 
It is unusually attractive from the standpoint not alone 
of material but also of the arrangement and press work 
and is in every way a credit to those sponsoring it. The 
committee in charge, representing the state association, 
consisted of George S. Bulkley, Harold C. Stimson and 
Thomas J. Owens. The actual work of preparation was 
done by Guy McL. Richards, editor of the Northwest 
Dairyman and Farmer, and the book itself is a product 
of the presses of that publication.

The Monthly News Letter of the 
Minnesota Cow Testing Associations 
for September gives the records of 
the leading cows for the month in 
each of the seventy-five associations, 
considering only twice a day milk- 
ing. Of this list of eventy-five, thirty- 
nine are Holsteins either grade or 
pure bred, the balance being divided 
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as follows according to breed: Guern- 
seys, ten; Jerseys, eight; Shorthorns, 
eight; Brown Swiss, two; Aryshire, 
one and seven mixed or not specified. 
These leaders are arranged in order 
of size of record and we find Hol- 
teins in the first three places, as well 
as sixth, seventh and eighth. The 
leader of all associations of the state 
for September on twice a day milk- 
ing was a pure bred Holstein owned 
by J. C. Campbell of the So. Henne- 
pin association with 83.1 lbs. fat for 
the month. In second place is a 
grade Holstein owned by Otto Eckes- 
trom of the Stuntz-Hibbing associa- 
tion with 72.3 lbs. fat, closely pressed 
by another grade Holstein owned by 
F. C. Ed. Bencke of Carver Co. No. 1 
association with 71.2 lbs. fat. 


Blue Earth Association No. 1 had 
the highest cow in the state for the 
month on two or three times a day 
milking, a pure bred Holstein owned 
by Wallie Anderson. In fact the first 
eleven names on this list are all Hol- 
steins, mostly pure bred. Mr. Ander- 
son, also had the highest average 
herd in the state for the month, his 
seven pure bred Holsteins averaging 
48.8 lbs. fat from 1,080 Ibs. milk. 
Forty-two of the seventy-five assoc- 
iation leaders for herd average were 
all or partly Holstein herds, the first 
three being Holsteins. 





Hoisteins First and Second in Barron 
County (Wis.) C. T. A. 
The September Cow Testing Assoc- 


iation report for Barron County, Wis. 
shows pure bred Holsteins standing 
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first and second in the five associa- 
tions of the county. At the head 
of the list is a _ registered Hol. 
stein owned by Walter Blaum- 
berger of the Rice Lake Asso- 
ciation, with 75.5 lbs. fat from 
2,040 lbs. milk for the month. In 
second place is a pure bred Holstein 
owned by Huset Brus., of the Chetek 
Association with 71 lbs. fat from 1,- 
868 lbs. butter. Mr. Baumberger’s 
herd of thirteen grade and pure bred 
Holsteins had the high average for 
the county of 43.7 Ibs. fat from 1,303 
Ibs.. A Guernsey herd stood second 
and in third place was the grade and 
pure bred Holstein herd of Emil Wat- 
ner of the Baron Association, with an 
everage of 40.28 lbs. fat from 1,175 
lbs. milk for eleven head.

The first show they made was 
at Kendallville, Indiana, (The Indiana 
State Dairy Ass’n Show) where with 
over 100 head of Holsteins in com- 
petition, where their aged bull, a 
35-lb. son of Pride of the Ormsbys, 
was made Grand Champion and his 
full brother stood first in the calf 
class.

states and three foreign countries, at an average price of 
$1,139. On the whole, the Holstein market to-day is a 
buyers’ market and a most opportune time for the laying 
of foundations for quality herds at sane prices. 


In addition to these encouraging factors, one of the 
most hopeful indications for the future of our industry is 
the new spirit of harmony within the ranks of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association itself. The long drawn out 
litigation in connection with the expunging of certain 
fraudulent tests seems to be nearly, if not quite, over— 
a clean cut victory for the Association. The highest 
courts have sustained the validity of the Association’s 
acts and have dispelled any doubts that may have arisen 
in the minds of any members regarding the legality of 
the organization itself. The members are now more 
nearly a unit in support of the plans and policies of the 
Association than has been the case within the last half 
dozen years. A great step in advance was made when 
the proxy system, a perpetual trouble maker, was thrown 
into the discard and a businesslike delegate system of 
representative government adopted in its stead—the only 
system that could satisfactorily care for the needs of 
23,000 members located in all parts of the United States 
and in many foreign lands. 

What of the future? Along what lines is the industry 
to develop during the coming years? What policies are 
going to be most effective in meeting the conditions of 
the future? At most, we can only guess at the answers 
but it is our belief that the big development of the future 
will come through some plan whereby the scrub pure 
bred will be branded for what it is and discarded instead 
of being passed on to bring discouragement to a new 
owner. The ideal plan, perhaps, is that of the Friesian 
Herd Book Society—a plan of selective registration, where 


- only animals of proven superiority are accorded the 


privilege even of registration. We have not yet been 
able to visualize any definite plan along this line that 
would be workable under our conditions, where the ani- 
mals are scattered over such a far flung domain as 
America. Perhaps, however, the wisdom of future genera- 
tions will find the answer. Great possibilities along this 
line are held in the plan for a type section in the Ad- 
vanced Register, under which official recognition would 
be given to meritorious individuals of proven high produc- 
tion. Such a plan was worked out in detail by a special 
committee during the past year, but its formal adoption 
was postponed until further data and information could 
be gathered. Such dual recognition would provide a 
source of information invaluable to breeders in selecting 
animals for constructive improvement of their herds.

that L. J. Cole of the University of Wisconsin served as 
chief. 

Mr. Sheets was born and raised on a livestock farm 
in West Virginia. He received the degree of Batchelor of 
Science in Agriculture from West Virginia University in 
1912 and the degree of Master of Science from the Uni- 
versity of Illinois in 1914. He had been elected a fellow 
at the latter university for the completion of his work 
for a Ph. D. degree when in 1918 he was called to the 
department for duty in connection with the act of Con- 
gress to stimulate meat production in the United States. 
In 1919 he was placed in charge of the Office of Beef 
Cattle Investigations, and became Acting Chief of the 
Animal Husbandry Division in 1921. 

Before coming to the department, Mr. Sheets had for 
six years been professor of animal husbandry at West 
Virginia University, and animal husbandman, West Vir- 
ginia Experiment Station. He is the author of numerous 
Federal and State publications on livestock subjects. He 
is a member or officer of a number of national scientific 
and other organizatiohs including American Society of 
Animal Production, American Genetic Association, Ameri- 
can Association for the Advancement of Science, Sigma 
Xi, and Cosmos Club. Since 1922 he has been secretary 
of the American Society of Animal Production and the 
representative of that society to the Division of Biology 
and Agriculture of the National Research Council. 

Mr. Sheets has grown livestock, studied their breed- 
ing, feeding and development and judged them. His 
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travels have added to his first-hand knowledge of | th 
problems of the livestock man. In commenting on his 
promotion, Mr. Sheets said: “My efforts will continue = 
be the development of a well-balanced program of animal 
husbandry research, to secure adequate equipment and 
well-trained corps of specialists, and to make a thorough 
analysis of results, taking advantage of every opportunit 
to work with State agencies and others to the end that th, 
livestock industry may be benefitted.”

CROZER DISPERSAL AVERAGES $202.75 


The dispersal of the Holstein herd at Crozer Dairy Farm, Upland, Penn- 
sylvania, October 30-31, was a successful event, 104 animals selling for $21,085, 
an average of $202.75. The offering was taken entirely by Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey, Delaware and Maryland Breeders, and, as in many of the better sales 
of the season, the more desirable animals sold quite satisfactorily, while the 
off-type and blemished stuff went at quite a discount. Thus, while the Crozer 
Sale brought out the highest-priced female sold since the Erickson Sale, a 
$2,100 cow, there were enough blemished animals and rather plain offerings 
to keep the average down materially. As it was, however, the sixty-two fe- 
males over two years of age made an average of $257, thirty-four of them 
having A. R. O. records and averaging $301. Thirty-six females under two 
years just fell short of the $160 mark with an average of $99, while six bulls 
averaged $257, a low figure considering the quality of the offering. The big- 
gest disappointment was, perhaps, the sale of Coantha Finderne Korndyke, 
four-year-old son of Kolrain Finderne Bess, world’s champion milk producer 
on strictly official test, for $575. He goes to head the herd of M. L. Jones; 
Westtown, Pennsylvania, who will give him a good opportunity in his herd 
of two hundred head. The other herd sires also went at extremely modest 
prices, there seeming to be no demand for mature bulls. Goshen Pontiac 
Ormsby, a son of Ormsby Korndyke Lad out of a daughter of Pontiac Korn- 
dyke, commanded only $165, going to Robert Brinton, West Chester, Pennsyl- 
vania, who gets a real herd sire at a ridiculous figure. The high priced cow 
referred to was Nooksack Lunde Segis, a 900-lb. four-year-old daughter of a 
cow that has just completed a record in the Carnation herd of 1,360 Ibs. but- 
ter, 34,510 lbs. milk. She was finally struck off to George Horner, Woodstown, 
New Jersey, after a most determined contest with Dr. E. E. Hogg, of Wilkes- 
barre. Dr. Hogg was one of the best buyers in the sale, taking a total of 
nine head for $2,330 and being a contender on a number of the other better 
animals. Mr. Horner also had the second highest-priced cow in the sale, this 
being Lady Beets Johanna Korndyke, a daughter of Colantha Johanna Lad 
8th that has milked over 800 lbs. in 7 days. The valuation set on her was 
$1,100. One of the best bargains in the sale was in Mercedes Sylvia, the state 
record two-year-old for milk production. She is a daughter of Carnation King 
Sylvia out of an extremely well bred daughter of Matador Segis Walker and 
Is undoubtedly one of the best daughters of her sire. Norman Rishel, York, 
Pennsylvania, was fortunate in getting her at $360. Among the other pur- 
chases by Mr. Rishel was the two-year-old. heifer, Segis Dutchland Lass, a 
granddaughter of Dutchland Creamelle Pietertje Lad, a former herd sire of

A report of the Tuberculosis Eradi- 
cation Division of the United States 
Department of Agriculture shows in- 
creasing economy in the work of 
eradicating bovine tuberculosis from 
the country. The average cost of a 
tuberculin test made during the year 
ended June 30 was 30 cents. The pre- 
vious year the average cost was 35 
cents; the year before that, 46 cents. 
This reduction in two years of ap- 
proximately one-third was accom- 
plished by confining activities more 
largely to circumscribed areas. Much 
time and expense was thus saved by 
reducing the need of travel.

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California Holstein Notes 


By C. L. HUGHES 


N SPITE of the great handicaps of 
[ ine past year in California, we 

made a remarkable gain in value 
of dairy products for the year accord- 
ing to official figures made public by 
Dr. J. J. Frey, Chief of the Bureau of 
Dairy Control, California Department 
of Agriculture. The total value of 
California dairy products for the fiscal 
year just closed reached the impress- 
ive figures of approximately $119,000,- 
000 or an increase of approximately 
$15,000,000 over the preceding year. 
Probably at no time in its history 
has the dairy business of the state 
been in better condition fundamen- 
tally than it is at present. An in- 
creasing number of dairymen 
throughout all sections of the state 
are alive to the needs of their indus- 
try as a whole. Cooperative dairy 
associations are functioning with 
more effect than ever before. Cow 
testing associations are increasing in 
numbers in spite of the setback of 
the early months of the year. Pure- 
bred sires are being more generally 
used. Enrollment of students in dairy 
industry at University Farm this year 
shows a substantial percentage of in- 
crease as against a small decrease in 
total enrollment at the farm. The 
Dairy Bureau of the California Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is doing a splen- 
did werk along inspection and en- 
forcement lines. thereby helping to 
raise the standards of our dairy pro- 
ducts. California Dairy Council con- 
tinues its invaluable work in promot- 
ing proper and more widespread use 
of dairy products. Altogether the 
dairy situation in California is well 
in hand and destined to far surpass 
even its present commanding 
position in the agriculture of the 
state. 





Frank M. Helme, Fresno, Calif. , 
has sold the outstanding young bull, 
King Korndyke Pontiac Acme 20th 
to H. Mosebar, Downey, California. 
This youngster was first in class 
at Los Angeles County Fair 
last year and is a_ son of 
the famous $41,000 King Korndyke 
Pontiac Acme.

Fred Hartsook, Lankershim, Calif., 
has leased part of his Lankershim 
place to a firm of commercial dairy- 
men who are now milking grade 
cows. On the balance of the place 
with another sct of buildings Mr. 
Hartsook is now milking a small herd 
of registered cows and once more 
Hartsook ranch gets into dairy pro- 
duction with about 100 gallons per 
day. Mr. Hartsook’s main herd of 
138 heifers practically all of his own 
breeding is still up on the desert 
ranch and may possibly stay there. 

This big 5,000 acre property is now 
under lease to one of the big oil com- 
panies and the first well is now down 
over 4,000 feet. Regardless of the oil 
outcome the property is an extremely 


valuable one, already producing big 
crops of alfalfa on part of it, with an 
abundance of artesian water to ir- 
rigate the whole ranch. It is only a 
five hour haul to Los Angeles and 
therefore splendidly located for de- 
velopment as a dairy property. As 
many of Mr. Hartsook’s heifers are 
nearing the age -of first calving, it 
seems probable that in a little over 
a year he will have a total of around 
200 head of registered females. A 
herd of this size will meet the re- 
quirements he has in mind and it will 
not be necessary for him to purchase 
many, if any females.

The 1923 Report of Progress in 
Official Testing in the State of 
Idaho, which has just reached our 
desk, clearly demonstrates the 
supremacy of the Holstein in that 
state.

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CORNELL OFFERS SHORT 
DAIRY INDUSTRY COURSE 





Opportunity for Young Men to Learn 
Milk Game With Practical Instruc- 
tion During Winter. 


The New York State College of 
Agricplture at Ithaca is offering a 
special short course of ‘vocational 
training in the dairy industry begin- 
ning November 5. The work is free 
of tuition for residents of New York 
State, and a nominal fee is charged 
to those outside the state. 

Only a limited number can be ac- 
commodated in this course, because 
of the technical nature of the 
work and _ the special equipment 
necessary. The apparatus of the 
new dairy building at Cornell, which 
is said to be among the finest and 
most modern of its kind, will be used 
py the students in the winter course 
to train them in commercial practices 
and fit them to take up work in milk 
price cream plants, creameries and 
cheese factories. 

Previous dairy experience will be 
helpful to prospective students in 
their understanding of the instruction 
given; many men who have com- 
pleted this course have gone into po- 
sitions of responsibility in commer- 
cial dairy plants. 

The course will be divided into 
two parts; the first half is devoted 
to general preparation useful in all 
branches of the dairy industry, in- 
cluding bookkeeping, bacteriology, 
testing, starter making, and mechan- 
ics. The second half is devoted to 
study and practice for different 
groups in the various branches of 
the industry in which they wish to 
specialize, such as butter, cheese, 
fancy cheeses, ice cream, market milk 
and condensed and powdered milk. 
The 12 weeks allowed, from Novem- 
ber 5 to February 13, do not permit 
a thorough course in all the branches 
of dairying for each man taking the 
course, so that this specialization is 
necessary. 

With the general cultural opportu- 
nities that Cornell offers, officials of 
the college feel that this is a good 
chance for any young man wishing 


to take up the dairy industry as a’ 


profession to get the proper ground- 
work for his career at a minimum ex- 
pense of time and money.
